This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, dated 10 March 
2017, that was originally submitted to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), reference 
1369867-000. During the processing of your request, AFOSI documents were identified and 
forwarded to our office for processing and direct response to you. We received your request on 
12 September 2018 and assigned tracking number 2018-04138-F. 

Portions of the information requested are exempt from disclosure under the FOIA. We have 
indicated the proper exemptions, described below, in the attached document(.v). 

a. Exemption (b)(6) permits the withholding of all information about individuals in 
“personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such information “would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 

b. Exemption (b)(7)(C) provides protection for personal information in law enforcement 
records the disclosure of which “could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” 

c. Exemption (b)(7)(D) provides protection for “records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes that could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential 
source and information furnished by a confidential source.” 

d. Exemption (b)(7)(E) provides protection to all law enforcement information which “would 
disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would 
disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law.” 
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The authority for the exemptions used can be found in 5 U.S.C. §552, DoDM 5400.07, 
Freedom of Information Act Program, and DoD 5400.7-RAFMAN 33-302. You can also 
access information on the Air Force FOIA program via the Air Force FOIA page at 
http://www.foia.af.mil/.
